He was out of the city when the state- 
ment was released and did not return 
urtil late last night. Then he went im- 
mediately to his apartments and would 
rot be disturbec.

MILITIA CHARGES

A call was sent to several cities for 
militia and policemen. The militiamen 
were armed with muskets and equipped 
With ball shot. At noon the authori- 
ties had the situation well in hand. 

Among those arrested today was Jo- 
seph Mixon, a Polish strike leader, who 
has figured in labor troubles in other 
places. Two mill hands who were di- 
recting hose on the crowd were slight- 
ly wounded the hands with bul- 
lets.

Nearly 30,000 Hands Idle. 

It is estimated that nearly 30,000 hands 
are idle, half of whom are actually on 
strike and the others forced out by 
the stoppage of the machinery. The 
trouble, which began Fridav when a 
mob stormed several of the mills and 
injured employes and property, is due 
to a general reduction in wages caused, 
the manufacturers say, by a cut in the 
working time from 56 to 54 hours a 
week by a new State law governing es- 
tablishments where wumen and minors 
are employed. 

The mills closed are the Wood, Ayer 
and Washington, controlled by the 
American Woolen Co. and cmploying 
15,000 persons; the cotton mills of the 
Arlington, Everett Pemberton corpora- 
tion and the mills of the Lawrence Duck 
Co., employing 8000 more. Other woolen 
and cotton mills, the employes of which 
aggregate 9500, are running on a small 
scale. 

All May Have to Close. 

It was believed that virtually every 
mill in Lawrence would be forced to 
close. 


The trouble today began with an at- 
tempt by the strikers to rush the doors 
at the Wood Worsted Millis and the 
Prospect Woolen Mills. The attempts 
at toth places were repulsed by the po- 
lice, who used their clubs freely and 
made several arrests. 

The strikers raided a train of coal 
cars and bombarded the windows of : ne 
mill with chuncks of coal, injuring six 
persons. The police then charged the 
mob and fired into the air, but the shots 
did not scare the strikers, and orders 
then were given to turn on the water 
in the hill hose. 

Bayonets Pressed Into Crowd. 
Two companies of militia, under Capt. 
Randlett, were ordered out. RKandlett’s 
orders to the crowd to disperse were not 
obeyed immediately and he ordered the 
0 militiamen to charge with bayonets 
set. In the charge many of the bayonets 
were pressed against the crowd, but 
the troops were careful not to inflict 
wounds.

S PROJECTED FOR 
EGHTH AND OLIVE 


Erection of Building to Cost 
More Than $3,000,000, Said 
to Be Assured. 








WILL BE SUMPTUOUS 





Plans Being Made by Group of 
Capitalists Headed by W. J. 
Holbrook. 





An 18-story hotel, to stand at the 
southwest corner of Eighth and Olive 
streets, and to cost more than $3,000,- 
000, has been projected, and the erec- 
tion of the building by a group of 
capitalists, organized by W. J. Hol- 


brook, was said Monday to be assured. 

The site, one of the most valuable 
downtown corners, will include that 
of the present building of Thomas 
Wright, vice-president of the Third 
Nationai Bank, the 10-story Hol- 
brook-Blackwelder, or Burlington 
Building, and possible the strip on 
Eighth street now occupied by Pat 
Carmody’s saloon. 

Would Tear Down Building. 

The Buriington Building would be torn 
down as part of the plan. 

Negotiations now pending with the 
»nheuser-Busch Brewing Association, 
which holds the lease’ on the Carmody 
premises, will determine whether that 
strip shall be added to the site. On this 
will depend some architectural features 
of the proposed building, and detailed 
plans will not be made until this has 
been settled. 

Holbrook is said to have obtained an 
option for a 99-year lease of the. Wright 
holding at 4 per cent net on a $1,000,000 
valuation, or $20,000 a foot for the Olive 
street frontage of 50 feet. The value of 
the Burlington Building’s site is also 
figured at $1,000,000. The cost of the 
building will exceed another million. 

To Equal Any Outside New York. 

It is the plan of the promoters of the 
plan to make the hotel one of the most 
sumptuous in the United States and the 
equal of any outside New York. 

The site is considered a highly ad- 
vantageous one, both because of the 
nearness of the largest office buflda- 
ings, including the new Railway Ex- 
change: Building, and because _ the 
Postoffice Building, across the street, 
is so low as to make the light excep- 
tionally good on .the south side of 
the block. 

The Wright corner has been a prize 
which realty operators have coveted for 
a long time, many offers having been 
made for it from persons who contem- 
plated improvements on an elaborate 
scale. The indisposition of Wright to 
surrender control of the corner, which 
is the key to the situation of this quar- 
ter of the block, has deferred its im- 
provement. 

The price mentioned as the basis of 
the lease of Wright’s lot overshadows all 
previous price records in this section of 
the St. Louls realty market. Many real- 
ty men place its value at $25,000 a front

Illinois Hospital Head Points to 
Recent Confessions as 
Psychic Phenomena. 








PEORIA. Ill, Jan. 15.—Dr. George A. 
Zellor, superintendent of the Illinois 
State Hospital at Bartonville, expresssd 
the belief in a lecture here last night 
that a great psychic wave of conscience 
and remorse is sweeping the country. 

In part Dr. Zeller said: 

“This country has withstood crime 
waves, industrial waves and waves of 
religion, but a new period, in which the 
conscience is Supreme, rapidly is mani- 
festing itself. 

“Did not 17,000 Adams County (0O.) 
voters tramp mile upon mile to confess 
vote bribery @ year ago? Did not Beat- 
tie confess to the murder with which 
he was charged at Richmond, Va.? Did 
not the McNamaras confess at Los An- 
geles because their consciences could 
not withstand the strain? 

“Did not Richeson suffer remorse for 
his crime in Boston, and confess to his 
awful deed? And did not Dr. Webster 
confess to his murder in Oregon, Ogle, 
County, fll, only a few days ago be- 
cause his conscience hurt him?’ 

“The wave has reached from Ohio 
south to Virginia, west to Los Angeles, 
east to Boston and back into Illinois. 

“In my every-day work at the hos- 
pital, I notice the increased voluntary 
commitments. Each week more patients 
enter the hospital, having voluntarily 
requested a hearing as to their sanity, 
realizing that their mental organs were 
failing, and that it was for the better- 
ment of the community, that they be 
placed under supervision. 

“That the wave will continue indefi- 
nitely is apparent on every side.”’

Do 
you know why? Because my employer was a 
money-maker anu he Knew that when I got pro- 
moted he must put a man in my place to fill my 
duties, and would have to pay at least $15 or $18 
per week, 

So you see, Mr. B. that being patient and wait- 
ing for “earned promotion” I was getting older 
every day without advancement. So I quit and 
came to St. Louis. What I learned came too late.

Merriweather, Staff-Captain Soderholm, 
Adjutant James, Adjutant Weatherford 
and a friend, Mr. Loughlin. Twenty- 
five hundred hungry men stood in line,
